AUTHOR OF “GINX’S BABY.” 
Forty Years Ago Edward Jenkins Was 


the Kipling of His Day. 


One of the most distinguished sons 
of the Montreal High School passes 
off the roll by the death in London of 
Edward Jenkins, ex-M.P.,. politician, 
humorist, author and -editor, creator 
of the immortal “Ginx's Baby.’ Some 
forty years ago Edward Jenkins was 
so much in the limelight in the liter- 
ary world that his position in the 


sphere of letters at that time has been | 
compared to that of Rudyard Kipling | 


therein to-day. His style had the 
Kipling touch, and both men had 
close connection with India, Mr. Jen- 


kins was born at Bangalore, India, in 


July, 1838, his father being Rev. Dr. | 


John Jenkins, so long pastor of St. | 


Paul's Presbyterian Church, Mont- 
real. He came to Canada with his 
parents at an early age and was edu- 
cated at the Montreal High School 
McGill University. Then, after 
a course at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, he was called to the Bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn, in 1864, and had a 
most remarkable career -in the years 
which followed. He was counsel for 
the coolies on the Demerara Coolie 
Commission of 1870; 
for Canada from 1874 to 1876; a mem- 


ber of the royal commission on copy- | 


right in 1876-77; and about that time 
wrote, his famous. novel, entitled 
“Ginx’s Baby,” by which he will be 
remembered when his political career 
has been forgotten. Among his other 
humorous books were “Lord Ban- 
tam,”’ “The Coolie,”’ “Little Hodge,” 
“The Devil’s Chain,” ‘‘Barney Geo- 
ghegan,” ete., etc. Beginning his life 
as a Gladstonian Liberal he was by 
Independent Liberal and 
Imperialist, and in his later years a 


| Conservative. He represented the city 


of Dundee, Scotland, as a Radical 
from 1874 to 1880, but was then de- 
feated, and though he sought the suf- 
frage of the electors of that city in 
1885, and 1896, he had changed his 
political clothes and the people would 
not avail themselves’ of his services. 

He was one of the great historical 
characters at the Mor¢real High 
School, stories of his bright sallies, of 


the football field and in gymnasium 
being handed down from generation 
to generation. One of his brothers, 
Mr. George Ernest Jenkins, was one 
of the under masters in the big school 
in the seventies, and to the great edi- 
fication, and delight of the boys he 
often recalled the sayings and doings 
of his brother when he was a High 
School boy, and occasionally read in 
class a clever letter from his brother 
humorously referring to his school- 
days at the “Old High,”’ and express- 
ing his pride in its continued pros- 
perity. 

The late Mrs. Gregor Mattice, wife 
of Col. Mattice, for so long a mem- 
ber of the militia staff, was a sister 
of Mr. Jenkins.—Chesterfield in Fam- 
ily Herald and Weekly Star. 

An IIlustriows Family. 

During the absence from Canada ot 
His Excellency Karl Grey, Judge Gir- 
ouard, of the Supreme Court of Can- 
ada, is once more acting as adminis- 
trator of the Government, and is to 
all effects and purposes clothed with 
the same authority and power as the 
Governor-General. The right of the 
administrator to be styled “His Ex- 
cellency,’’ was asserted by Sir H. El- 
zear Taschereau, formerly Chief Jus- 
tice, while acting as administrator in 
the interval between the departure of 
the Earl of Minto, and the arrival of 
His Excellency Karl Grey, and he 
was informed by the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, in reply to an 
enguiry, that the administrator is 
rightly styled “His Excellency.” 

Judge Girouard’s son, Col. Sir Perey 
Girouard, as governor and. comman- 
der-in-chief of the East Afriéa Protec- 
torate, is also entitled to the designa- 
tion “His Excellency.’’ I am _ told, 
with how much truth I do not know, 
that no other family in the British 
Empire has ever before had the hon- 
or of having two of its members en- 
titled to be so addressed. Whether 
the coincidence is absolutely unique 
or not, it is sufficiently rare to de- 
serve notice, particularly in Canada, 
and more particularly as the Girou- 
ard family is a purely French-Cana- 
dian one. Judge Girouard, who was 
born at St. Timothee, beside the Ce- 
dar Rapids, in 1836, is a descendant 
of Antoine Girouard, of Montclucon, 
France, who was private secretary to 
Governor. de Ramezai at Montreal in 
1720. The family has remained in 
Canada ever since,

ROSEBERY’S GRAND UNCLE. 


He Was a Canadian Lawyer Who Liv- 
ed and Died In Quebec. 


Few are aware that the great publi- 
cist, Lord Rosebery, had a grand un- 
cle who played a prominent part in 
the public life of Lower Canada half 
a century ago. He was the Hon, Fran- 
eis Ward Primrose, advocate, who 
lived most of his life in the city of 
Quebec and died in 1860 at the age of 
The deceased gentleman 


had a prominent career in England. 
He came to Quebec in early manhood, 
for reasons which made it inconven- 
ient to live in. England, For many

Tuberculosis In Calves. 

Through the use »f a cow with a tu- 
berculous udder ir was found that 
calves taking milk from such cons 
cuniract tuberculosis with great rapid- 
ity. One calif that took the milk of 
the cow for several months was af- 
fected with generalized tuberculosis at 
the age of five months, and four calves, 
of which three sucked the milk from 
the cow's udder respectively one, ‘three 
and seven days and one which war fed 
the milk from a pail thirty days, also 
contracted tuberculosis. 

To Prevent Milk Fever. 

Cows that are to calve in winter or 
early spring should have about six 
quarts of some vegetable every day 
for two weeks before calving. If thim 
course is pursued there will be no 
milk fever or any of the other many 
troubles incident to calving time.

“Spain will never again become,” 
exclaimed the prem/er ci athena 
“what it once was in history to its 
own misfortune and its own ruin— 
namely, the weaponed arm of the 
church and the soldier of Rome, im- 
pore the faith on the entire planet 

y fire and steel.’ 

“We cannot consent to go backward 
thus and we are ready and resolved 
to suppress utterly, if necessary, the 
things Sing to make Spain repeat 
its course in history. Liberty for all, 
yes, but not a liberty outside the state 
against the state and detrimental to 
the state. That would be a diminu- 
tion of the civil power not counten- 
anced by the absolute monarchs who 
nevertheless have added g*eat piety 
to the consciousness of their own 
rights.” 

‘It is a struggle between free-think. 
ers and the papacy?” the premier was 
asked. 

“No,” He replied, “Rome and the 
prelates affirm it vainly. The strug- 
fle which has been impending for a 
ong time, is not between Catholics 
and free-thinkers, or between the ad- 
herents of Catholicism and the fol- 
lowers of other religious or of no re- 
ligion.

Big Diamond is Discovered 

New York.—A report has reached 
Maiden lane from Johannesburg, 
South Africa, of the finding of another 
large diamond in the Premier mine. 
The gem is said to weigh more than 
191 karats and is described as a pure 
white stone, absolutely flawless, and 
measuring two inches long by about 
three-fourths of an inch thick. It 
tapers in breadth from oné and one- 
fourths of an inch to three-fourths of 
an inch at the smallest end, and is 
valued at $150,000 uncut. The Pr: mier 
mine became world famous in Janu- 
ary, 1905, when the Gullinan diamond 
was discovered. 

This gem, the largest ever found, 
weighed 3,032 karats in the rough. It 
was cut into smaller stones and pre- 
sented to King Edward VII. by the 
Transvaal government. 

The latest large diamond to be 
taken from the Premier mine prob- 
ably will rank also among the world’s 
famous gems.

The G. T. R. Strike Situation Not 
Changed Materially—Hon, Mac- 
kenzie King Endeavoring to Ar- 
range for Arbitration, and .Both 
Sides Willing to Concede Condi- 
tionally. 


Moritreal.—The attempts of 
Mackenzie King, minister of labor, to 
secure a cessation of hostilities by a 
resort to arbitration, have so far re- 
sulted merely ina reiteration by both 
parties that they are willing to arbi- 
trate on the lines they suggested on 
Monday just before the strike was 
ordered. 

President Hays, of the Grand Trunk 
wrote the minister of labor that the 
position of the company was the same 
as it had always been, what he had 
proposed to the minister on. July 15, 
to which the latter had replied: 
~"L regret that it does not seem to me 
that 1 nave the requisite authority to 
take either of the courses you suggest, 
nor do I believe it would be in the 
public interest to do so.” ‘ 


Mr. Hays remarked that while the 
attitude of the minister appears to 
have changed, Mess s. Muruock and 
Berry, the representatives of the men, 
seem to Occupy the position tay have 
taken from the beginning. 

Mr. King did not find this communi- 
cation, or that received from the repre- 
sentatives of the men, a satisfactory 
answer to the request he had made, 
tnat they tell hine whether or not they 
would accept arbitration, and he tele- 
graphed both parties telling them so, 
putting it this time in the following 
words :

‘We 
may be able to hold them in check 
in places where there are meadow 
lands, muskegs or anything light 
than can be back fired and then beat- 
en out, but that is the best we will be 
able to do.” 

When asked if any estimate of the 
acreage burned over had yet been 
made Mr. Margach said that it had 
been so extensive and the fires so bad 
that it was impossible to tell any- 
thing just yet. 

“We have forestry survey parties 
out now trying to get behind the fires 
and locate places where they might be 
broke,”’ he said, ’*but as yet have not 
had any success. The fires have all 
come in from the west and for eigh- 
teen miles there is a continuous front 
of fire. However, we headed it off 
from the direction of Calgary by back- 
firing along the prairie where the grass 
could be held in check, and the still 
weathergof the past few days helped 
us a good deal.”

BENEFIT OF IRRIGATION 


IMPORTANT MATTER IN WHICH 
ALL ARE INTERESTED 


Mr. Magrath Believes Government 
Should Mak’e Large Appropriation 
-for Surveys in Determining Possi- 
bilities of Irrigation in Dry Belt— 
Advocates Changes in Homestead 
Regulations to Benefit Settlers. 


Calgary.—In a speech delivered at 
Bassano recently by C. A. Magrath, 
M.P., many questions of interest to 
the farming communities were dis- 
cussed by the speaker. He advocated 
certain cnanges in the present home- 
stead and pre-emption conditions. 
Pre-emptors, he said, are compelled to 
pay interest annualy during the 
period between the filing and pioving 
up on land. He thought that the gov- 
ernment should relax in the coilec- 
tion of the interest on the $3 per acre 
to be ‘finally paid until the pre-emptor 
had raised a crop. 

Mr. Magrath declared that cancella- 
tion proceedings were constantly in 
progress and that settlers were stick- 
ing to their places through fear that 


if they absented themsilves they 
would lose them. Mr. Magrath said 
that all cancellation proceedings 


should be suspended until the spring 
by the government and the settlers al- 
lowed to go wherever they pleased in 
order to make sometiing to tide them 
over till next year. 

These concessions should be made to 
the settlers, he said, on account of 
the dry season. It was important that 
he be backed up by boards of trade 
in his endeavor to secure these privi- 
leges for settlers. The boards of trade 
of Lethbridge and of Medicine Hat 
had passed resolutions favorable to 
these measures and they have been 
forwarded to the federal authorities at 
Ottawa. Mr. Magrath requested that 
the Bassano board of trade, if it fav- 
ored aiding the settlers in the manner 
he had outlined, should pass resolu- 
tions favoring them. 

The speaker then went elaborately 
into the question of rainfall and irri- 
gation during which he told of ‘the 
benefits to be derived from the latter 
He said water seeped for a distance 
of seven miles from an_ ir:igation 
ditch in Southern Alberta. The pres- 
ent irrigation plans in the province, 
embracing as they did, several hun- 
dred thousand acres, seemed to be 
small when compared with the many

millions of acres that required to be 
watered, He believed that the gov- 
ernment should appropriete half a 
million do lars to be used in making 
suryeys\to determine just how large 
an-area’ could. be irrigated with water 
that was aviilable. This was an im- 
portant matter in which every public 
spirited citizen was interested, as it 
was manifestly in the best interests 
of the commonwealth that as large 
an area as possible be supnlied with 
water and so be made to yield larger 
crops.
